Drawings 

1. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claim 9 recites that the yeast is oxygenated prior to pitching the yeast with 
a fermentable liquid medium and the specification does not state whether or not the slurry is a 
fermentable medium. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

6. Applicants have added the term "about" into the independent claim and the scope of said 
term is unknown. The term is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that 
the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner 
in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Courts 
(U.S. Pat. No. 6,149,949) in view of Ripka (U.S. Pat. No. 4,764,471). 

9. Courts teaches that previously cited. Courts does not teach how to oxygenate the yeast. 
Ripka teaches the well known continuous propagation of yeast (col. 5, lines 5-10 and 36-54) 
using molasses as the medium and spiral wound ultrafiltration membrane that is inherently 
hydrophobic (an ABCOR spiral type ultrafiltration membrane), col. 8, lines 17-20. It is noted that 
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Ripka cites to the Fukuda patent in col. 3, whereby yeast is produced in a high cell concentration 
of 6%, i.e., at60mg/L. 

10. It would have been obvious to produce the oxygenated yeast used by Coutts by the method 
described by Ripka, because this is a standard method of producing oxygenated yeast for food 
purposes. 

Response to Arguments 

11. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 9 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

12. No claim is allowed. 

13. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
